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Second 15-Day Notice of Modifications to Text of Proposed Regulations

Audits of K-12 Local Education Agencies — Fiscal Year 2004-05

Pursuant to the requirements of Government Code Section 11346.8(c), and Section 44 of Title 1
of the California Code of Regulations, the Education Audit Appeals Panel (EAAP) is providing
notice of further changes made to the above-entitled proposed regulations which were the subject
of a 45-day comment period from June 18, 2004, to August 2, 2004, a regulatory hearing on
August 2, 2004, and a first 15-day comment period from September 1 through September 15,
2004.

All written comments received by 5:00 p.m. on October 6, 2004, which pertain to the indicated
changes will be reviewed and responded to by EAAP staff as part of the compilation of the
rulemaking file. Please limit your comments to the additional modifications to the text.

EAAP has illustrated changes to the text in the following manner. Regulation language
originally added is shown with a “single underline.” The modifications made with the first 15-
Day Notice show additions to the language originally proposed using a “double-underline,” and
deletions from the language originally proposed using a “single—strikeout.” The additional
proposed modifications with this Second 15-Day Notice are shown using “bold double-
underline” for additions, and using “beld—deuble—strikesut” for deletions. Note that the
proposed new audit regulation for State Funded Child Development (proposed as Section 19832)
is now proposed for deletion in its entirety and the remaining sections have been renumbered
accordingly.
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
